As has been stated heretofore, the mat- 
ter of confirmation has all the time rested 
with Senator wacon. The fact is, the 
nomination has been held up by the 
senator for three months awaiting his 
final decision. It will be recalled that 
when the nomination was first announced 
Senator Bacon stated, in a letter to Mr. 
Edwards, that he did not favor his con- 
frmation. Had he persisted in this at- 
titude all of the influence which might 
have been brought in Edwards's behalf 
Would have been unavailing. All Sena- 
tor Bacon would have had to do. would 
have been to state to his fellow senators 
that this appointment was personally 
Objectionable. In view, also, of the re- 
publican fight, it seems probable that 
even if Senator Bacon had mathntained 
timply a negative position in the matter, 
Edwards would have failed of confirma- 
tion, as it is undoubtedly true that sev 
eral prominent republican senators had 
their knives out for him.

Mr. Bryan challenged any one to cite 
any despot, in all time. upon whom more 
autocratic power has been conferred us 
a ruler than that conferred upon the pres- 
ident by the Porto Rican bill, and warned 
the people against being misled into the 
notion that the president could rightly 
depart in governing the new dependencies 
from the plain provisions of the consti- 
tution which he has sworn to uphold.

Chicago, April 30.—Never in the his- 
tory of the great Auditorium has there 
been within its walls a sight more beau- 
than that revealed tonight when 
the great ball given in honor of Admiral 
Dewey was at its height.

ican navy, the first time she has been 
permitted to pay her tribute of honor and 
respect to the victor of Manila bay, and 
she utilized the opportunity to the full.

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CHANGE OF YENUE 
~ BEING CONSIDERED 


Five Defendants in Goebel Murder Case 
Are Arraigned. 


CASES ARE FAIRLY STARTED 


Prisoners Declare That Fair Trial at 
Frankfort Is Impossible. 


JUDGE IS HEARING THE TESTIMONY 


| Attorneys for the Accused Are Fight- 


ing Every Inch of Ground 
Stubbornly. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 30.—Five of the 
defendants, charged with complicity or as 
accessories in the murder of Willlam Goe- 
bel, were arraigned this afternoon before 
Judge Cantrill. They were republican 
Secretary of State Caleb Powers, Captain 
John W. Davis, Harland Whittaker, W. 
H. Culton and Richard Combs, colored. 
All of them entered pleas of not guilty. 

Henry E. Youtsey, who had previously 
teen arraigredand pleadednot guilty, was 
also in court and his attorney asked for 
a change of venue, the prosecution waiv- 
ing notice and allowing the motion to 
come up along with a similar motion, filed 
in the cases of Powers, Davis, Whittaker 
and Combs. The defendant was repre- 
by ex-Governor John Young 
Brown, Judge J. C. Sims, R. W. Nelson, 
L. J. Crawford, R. C. Kinkhead, Wood 
Dunlop, John W. Rodman, General D. W. 
Lindsay, E. E. Hogg and W. R. Ram- 
say. 

The prosecution was represented by 
Commonwealth's Attorney R. B. Frank- 
lin, Colonel T. C. Campbell, Judge B. G. 
Williams and others. The courtroom was 
crowded to suffocation when the prison- 
ers were brought into court. 

Ex-Governor Brown insisted that the 
motion for a change of venue be passed 
upon before the arraignment of the pris- 
oners, but the court overruled the mo- 
tion on the ground that the defendants 
were not technically before the court 
t‘ll after th» arraignment. To this rul- 
ing the defense saved an exception. After 


the arraignment ex-Governor Brown, for 


the defense, tendered pardons granted by 
Republican Governor Taylor to Caleb 
Powers and John Davis and offered them 
as a bar to the prosecution. In present- 
ing the pardons, Governor Brown said: 

‘We present these pardons, issued by 
the governor of Kentucky, and plead 
them as a bar to further prosecution. 
We make a formal demand for dismissal 
of the indictments. We do this as a mat- 
ter of form, not with the hone that the 
court will suspend the motion.” 

Judge Cantrill said: 

“The alleged pardons are not good in 
law. The title to the office of governor Is 
in dispute and the litigation over it is 
still pending in the courts. Several of 
the courts have passed on the questions 
at issue, and those that have so passed 
thereon decided that Mr. Taylor is not 
governor and was not at the time these 
pretended pardons were-granted. The 
motion to dismiss the {ndictments is 
overruled.”’ 

The petitions for changes of venue were 
then made. The prosecution entered an 
objection and filed counter affidavits. 
3oth sides presented a lengthy Ist of wit- 
nesses to give test'mony as to the state 
of feeling and the question as to whether 
a fair trial can be obtained here. 

Colonel R. W. Nelson, of the defense, 
made a lengthy argument objecting to the 
introduction of proof on the question of 
a change of venue. His statement, he 
said, was professional and his reasons for 
asking a change of venue for the de- 
fendants without hearing proof were that 
the courthouse here was in charge of 
armed soldiery who recognize one of the 
contending parties to the political con- 
troversy. And that there were other evi- 
dences of local excitement of which the 
court could take judicial knowledge and 
about which ic was not necessary to have 
oral proof to show that the conditions

IT WOULD BEA CONTEST ON SEA 


The Negro Problem at the National 
Capital—Why Wight Was Not 
Reappointed District Com- 
missioner—The Latest 
Joke of Depew.

Washington, April 30.—(Special.)—The 
epeech of Secretary of War Root at the 
Grant banquet in New York has at- 
tracted much attention in Washington 
because of its reference to the Monroe 
doctrine and the secretary’s apparent 
conviction that it is but a question of 
time, and not long time at that, when 
this country will have to fight to sustain 
that doctrine. Secretary Root declared 
in so many words that the time is rap- 
idly approaching in our history as a na- 
tion when we shall have to either aben- 
don the Monroe doctrine or fight for it. 
The greater portion of the speech was 
devoted to an appropriate tribute to the 
memory of Grant coupled with the hope 
that if the emergency he predicted ever 
did come, there. .might arise a leader 
possessing the qualities of the great si- 
lent general. 

That the secretary of war should have 
made such pointed reference at this time 
to the possibility of a fight over the 
Monroe doctrine is regarded as some- 
what significant. The recent reports 
of German activity in Brazil, coupled 
with unsettled conditions in some of the 
other South American republics ~ over 
which we exercise a moral—if not an 
actual—protectorate, has served to em- 
phasize in the minds of many the fact 
that the force of this American doctrine 
may be tested at any time. 

It is quite unquestionably true that 
the action of this government with re- 
gard to the retention of the Philippine 
islands is being watched with deep in- 
terest by certain of the European pow- 
ers which have for a long time becn 
casting a jealous eye toward South Amer- 
ica. This is particularly true of Ger- 
many, whose citizens have large interests 
in certain portions of that continent. In 
these days of colonial development in 
which European powers as well as Great 
Britain are taking so active a hand, it 
is difficult for them to understand just 
how it is that the United States refrains 


from taking actual possession of these | 


little republics and developing them 
along colonial lines. The purpose and 
intent of the Monroe doctrine seems to 
be misunderstood by our friends across 
the Atlantic just as it is misunderstood 
by the people for whose benefit it was 
enunciated and for whom, primarily, it 
has been maintained. 

Monroe Doctrine Misunderstood. 

It is a fact that the popular misunder- 
standing of the purpose of the Monrve 
doctrine by the people of the Latin-Amer- 
ican republics has been a most potent 
factor in the prevention of the develop- 
ment of American commerce in those 
republics to anything like the extent 
Which we have a right to expect. The 
sympathies of these people seem to be 
with the old world countries rather than 
with the new world republics, and, 
I have stated, this has been in a large 
degree produced by the very attitude of 
protection which this government has 
assumed in the interest of those people

Grosvenor’s Narrow Escape. 

General Grosvenor had a narrow escape 
out at Columbus. He succeeded in grati- 
fying his ambition to be one of Ohio's 
Big Four at the Philadelphia national 
convention, but-it was only by the skin 
of his teeth that he secured the coveted 
honor. 

Grosvenor {s a good-hearted old fellow 
who is of real value to the party, but 
who has a great deal of difficulty in re- 
maining in a position of prominence be- 
cause of the ambition of young and 
progressive republican hustlers !n his 
own congressional district. He has se- 
cured renomination for another term, but 
it was only after assurance that, as he 
expressed it to the convention, he ‘‘would 
have the pleasure’ of supporting some 
younger republican two years hence.

Laws Is Not To Be Shipped. 


BIRDS ARE GIVEN A CHANCE 


Powers of Department of Agriculture 
Are Enlarged. 


INVESTIGATING COMMISSION PROBABLE 


Constitutional.Amendment Touching 
Polygamists Is Presented 
and Debated. 


Washington, April 30.—The house today 
passed the Lacy bill to enlarge the pow- 
ers of the department of agriculture and 
to prohibit interstate commerce in game 
killed in violation of local laws. It au- 
thorizes the secretary of agriculture to 
provide for the introduction and restora- 
tion of game, song and insectivorous wild 
birds. It gives him the power to pre- 
vent the introduction of undesirable for- 
eign birds and animals and prevents the 
killing of game in violation of state laws 
for concealed shipment to states where 
it can be sold in the open markets. 

The senate bill to create a commission 
of five to investigate and report on the 
commercial and industrial condit'ons in 
China and Japan was debated at length, 
but was vigorously antagonized by the 
democrats, and they finally succeeded tn 
striking out the enacting clause in com- 
mittee and this motion was pending when 
the house adjourned.

Mr. Lanham, of Texas, said he was as 
much opposed to polygamy as any man, 
but he thought the proposed legislation 
unwise and moved that the resolution 
be referred to the committee on judiciary. 
Mr. Lanham’s motion prevailed without 
division. 

A bill was passed to provide for the 
sitting of district and circuit courts at 
Florence, S. C. 

The house then went into committee of 
the whole to consider the Lacy bill. In 
response to a question, Mr. Lacy said 
the bill would not affect the milliners’ 
art.

Then came in long lines the guests of 
the ball. all who desired being afforded ar 
opportunity of greeting the admiral and 
his wife. There was no grand mar¢h, 
the admiral’s party retiring to his box 
when the line of guests had passed, and 
the orchestra striking up Beethovens 
two step, “The Dragoons,” the floor was 
surrendered to the dancers. 

At midaight the admiral and Mrs, Dewey 
left the hall for a luncheon in their honor 
given in an adjoining room by Hobart Cc. 
Chatfield-Taylor, and then after returning 
to the ballroom for a brief interval, he 
and his party retired. i 

After the informal luncheon given Ad- 
miral Dewey by the members of the gen- 
eral committee, a delegation of Canadians 
called on the admiral and presented him 
with a formal invitation to be present at 
a reception to be given in his honor at 
(Hill Terrace, Port Staniey, Onturlo, on 
any day in July convenient to the admiral. 
The invitation, which was beautifullysem- 
tossed and bound in red morocco, in- 
cluded among its signatures the names of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sir Charles Tup- 
per. 

Right Rev. C. P. Henderson, who made 
the presentation address, said the invita- 
tion came from representatives of an em- 
pire that was somewhat familiar with 
naval achievements, and assured the ad- 
miral that the warmth of the reception 
aocordad him would be fully as great as 
that given by his own countrymen. 

Admiral Dewey in reply thanked the 
Canadians very cordially for the myvita- 
tion.

‘Roberts's Line of Communication |s 


Now Being Threatened, 


HUNTER READY TO GO TO MAFEKING 


Transvaalers Annoy the Invaders 
at Will and Then Easfly Get 
Away When Too Closely 
Pressed by the 
Britons. 


London, Mav 1, 3:59 a. m.—The Boers 
are now showing uncommon activity west 
of Bloemfontein. They are in force be- 
tween Fourteen Streams and Kimberley. 
On Sunday they occupied Windsorton, 
west of the railway, and now 
to interrupt the communications of the 
British force at Warrenton to the north. 
This, too at a time when General Hun- 
ter is about to start on a 200 mile march 
to Mafeking, probably with 5,000 men. 
To the east of Bloemfontein the Boers are 
holding the -hills near Thabanchu, while 
behind them long wagon trains, loaded 
with wheat for the Boer army north, aro 
moving tnrough Ladybrand. 

The Britisa captured one Boer con- 
voy on Saturday. but its size is not men- 
tioned in the dispatch which barely an- 
nounces the fact. Wepener, lately the 
scene of incessant fighting, 1s deserted, 
General Brabant and Colonel Dalgety 
having moved northward. A dispatch 
from Maseru dated Monday says: 

‘The Basutos are a second time as- 
tounded to see the Boers peacefully re- 
tiring with he-ds which the natives think 
should be the booty of the British, who 
are said to be the conquerors.”’ 

According to information from Maseru, 
the main body of the Boers reached Leum 
river due west of Ladybrand, Sunday, 
small parties trailing behind at intervals 
of ten miles to protect the rear and whip 
up the herds. Slight outpost actions take 
place daily beyond Karee siding, where 
the head of the British invasion is can- 
toned. 

African horse sickness has broken out 
in General Buller’s army. It proves es- 
pecially fatal among freshly arrived ani- 
mals.

The Boers hold the ridges to the eastward,

pen of Rev. Charles F. Thwing, presi- 
dent of the Western Reserve university,

Dr. Thwing tells of two tests which 
he has made to show the ignorance 
of the Bible by college students, which 
leads him to ask the questian: 

Whether the American people are real- 
Iy aware how far the Bible has 
to be a force in both their literature and 
their theology? The Bible might con- 
tinue to be a great foree in 
and cease to be a great force in ltera- 
ture; or can easily think that the 
Bible might maintain a high place in 
literature and yet its. primacy in 
theology. 
its theological value, and, apparer.tly, 
among the people it is ceasing to be 
known as a cla should be Known. 

The tests in question are thus de- 
scribed by Dr. Thwing: 

In the early part of the college year 
of 1894-95, as the first exercise in a course 
of study in the Bible, I set for the mem-

tion paper composed of extracts from 
Tennyson, each of which contained a 
Biblical allusion not at all recondite.

The record shows that out of 
a possible seven hundred and forty-eight 
correct answers only three hundred 
twenty-eight were given.

The questions were identical, with a sin- | 


gle exception. Of all the questions every 
one was answered correctly by just one 
girl, and, what is rather more remarka- 
ble, her knowledge was so exact that to 
her replies to a good many of the ques- 
tions she added the book of the Bible 
in which the reference is to be found. 
Another girl omitted the reply to 
answer to the one about the miracle 
at Cana, of Galilee. Another omitted the 
references to Hezekiah and to Peter's 
sheet, and answered incorrectly the ques- 
tion of Pharaoh’s darkness. 


There are two roads by which the 


position set up by the writer might be | 
reached, either one of which will have | 


supporters. The first will be that white 
people at large may not know the line 
and the letter of the book, that 
this is made up by their more 
manifest observance of its aim 
and spirit. Whether the angry 
verse-quoters described in “The Little 
Minister” show more respect for the 
Bible than do the quiet observers of its 
precepts to be found everywhere is a 
subject the answer to which might not 
be unfavorable to the present condi- 
tion.What a man does, rather than 
what he quotes, should count for some- 
thing in the estimation of his charac- 
ter. 

The second phase of the question, 
showing that the Bible is not as widely 
quoted in collegiate establishments, js 
one much more readily answered, 
There has, of late years, been a great 
departure from 
tive, or rather, neutrality. In former 
days an educational institution was es- 
tablished by a class of people having 


ideas, both literary and religious. in | 
common, and this was made manifest | 


in the curriculum. Of course, this lim- 


ited the scope of such institution to | 


those for whom it was intended. They 
not only had the Bible there, but en- 
livened it by their own conception of 
what it meant. The desire for increase

bid the declaring of stock or bond divi- 
dends; and, in the case of public service 
corpogations shall provide for the effective 
regulation of the charges thereof and for 
the purchase or taking by the public au- 
thorities of their property at a fair and 
reasonable valuation. No corporatien shall 
be authorized to conduct the business of 
buying and selling real estate or be per- 
mitted to hold or own real estate except 
such as may be reasonably necessary to 
enable it to carry out the purposes for 
which it was created and every corpora- 
tion hereafter authorized to engage in 
agriculture shall, by its charter, be re- 
stricted to the ownership and control of 
not to exceed 500 acres of land, and this 
provision shall be held to prevent a mem- 
ber of any corporation engaged in agri- 
culture from being in any way interested 
in any corporation engaged in agricul- 
ture. Corporations, however, may loan 
funds upon real estate security and pur- 
chase real estate when necessary for the 
collection of loans, but they shall dis- 
pose of real estate so obtained within 
five vears after receiving the title. Cor- 
porations not organized in Porto Rico and 
doing business therein, shall be bound 
by the provisions of this section so far 
as they are applicable.”’

PROVIDING FOR HAWAII DEBT. 


United States, by the Treaty, Is 
Bound for $4,000,000. 
Washington, April ®.—When 
was anneaed to this country it 
bonied debt of about $4,000,000 
high interest. This debt still exists, but 
under the act signed by the president to- 
day it is to be assumed by the United 
States. Secretary Gage does not tntend 
that it shall be added to the bonded 
indebtedness of the United States !f it can 
be paid immediately. The terms of 
debt will be looKed into, and if they per- 
mit payment at any time the debt. will 
be wiped out as soon as the law eoes into 
effect—in forty-five days. 
will soon send to Hawaii money and treas- 
ury agents to exchange the Hawaiian for 
the American currency. The exciange 
will be made as in Porto Rico. It is un- 
derstood that there 
coins in Hawall which will have to be ex- 
changed for currency out of this country. 
The gold coin of Hawaii is practically all 
gold of this country, and will not have to 
be exchanged. Treasury agents in Porto 
Rico have notified the department that 
the exchange of Porto Rican money will 
begin tomorrow, and that everything is 
in good shape for satisfactory work. The 
agents have $500,000 with them now, but 
will send for more as the work of ex- 
change progresses.
